XLIXTH CONGRESS. 


Bw the Senate, on the 24, a message was re- 
ceived from the President transmitting 
Lieutenant Schuetze’s report regarding the 
distribution of testimonials to persons who 
aided the survivors of the Jeannette expedition. 
The House bill appropriating $10,000 for dis- 
tribution of seeds inthe drought-stricken sec- 
tion of Texas was passed. Consideration of 
the Sundry Civil bill was resumed and the bill 
passed, The bill providing for a military post 
near Denver, Col., was passed. The bill to 
bridge the Missouri river between Omaha and 
Council Bluffs was passed...... in the House 
an order was made setting apart Feb- 
ruary 8 for the consideration of business re- 
ported from the committee on foreign affairs. 
The bill passed authorizing the construction of 
&@ bridge across the Mississippi river at Du- 
buque, Ia. The message of the President ve- 
toing the bill granting a pension to Carter W. 
Tiller was called up, but the House refusedto 
pass the bill over the veto. The bill to pro- 
hibit the appointment of Congressional com- 
mittees to attend funerals at the public ex- 
pense was laid onthetable. The Pleuro-Pneu- 
monia bill was considered in committee of the 
whole. 


In the Senaté, on the 34, the credentials of 
Senator Whitthorne (Tenn.) and Senator Saw- 
yer (Wis.) were presented. A resolution to 
discharge the committee on pensions from fur- 
ther consideration of the bill removing limita- 
tion on applications for arrears of pensions was 
taken up and passed. A resolution calling on 
the Secretary of the Interior for information 
regarding applications for pensions was dis- 
cussed. The Railroad Attorneys bill was con- 
sidered, but no action was taken...... In the 
House the Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
Appropriation bill was referred to committee 
of the whole. Several other bills were reported 
from committees and referred. The Dill au- 
thorizing appointment of clerks to Senators 
and Representatives other than chairmen of 
committees was laid on the table, after dis- 
cussion. The Pleuro-Pneumonia bill was con- 
sidered in committee of the whole. Adjourned. 

Inthe Senate on the 4th letters were pre- 
sented urging that St. Louis and Chicago be 
added to the list of reserved cities where re- 
served banks can deposit money. A substitute 
for the joint resolution regarding investigation 
of Pacific railroads’ books and accounts was re- 
ported from the judiciary committee. The 
bill for holding a term of the United 
States Circuit Court at Texarkana, Tex., 
was passed. The bill passed for payment to 
States and Territories of money collected un- 
der direct tax levied by the act of August 5, 
1861. The Railroad Attorneys bill was taken 
up and a substitute offered by Mr. Hoar was 
adopted, after which the bill was passed 
In the House two private pension bills were re- 
turned from the President without his approv- 
al. The House went into committee of the 
whole on the private calendar. A few private 
bills were disposed of anda night session was 
held, at which a number of pension bills were 
passed, 

In the Senate on the 5th the report of Lieu- 
tenant E. H. Taunt of his six months’ journey 
on the Congo river was submitted. The Dn- 
buque (Ia.) bridge bill was passed. The con- 
ference report on the public building at Chat 
tanooga, Tenn., was agreed to. Sixty-six pen- 
sion bills were passed, also the Indian Appro- 
priation bill The remainder of the session 








was taken up in discussion of the bill 
to incorporate the Atlantic and Pacific 
| Ship railway....In the House a number of

A mobof masked men, about thirty-five 
strong, entered the jail at Seguin, county 
seat of Guadalupe County, Tex., a few 
mornings since, and, overpowering the 
jailer, took three negroes. Coly Thomp- 
son, Andy Williams and Warren Wilson, 
who, several weeks ago, murdered a 
couple of Mexicans, and hanged them to 
as many trees in full view of the town. 

The jail at Berryville, Ark., was broken 
afew nights ago and all the prisoners es- 
caped. At last accounts none of them had 
been recaptured. 

H. M. Pierce, president of the Nashville 
(Tenn.) Land Improvement Company has 
agreed to donate $100,000 toward improv- 
ing the public park at the new town of 
Davidson, three miles from Nashville. 
He also agrees to build a standard-gauge 
steel road from the Union depot to David- 
son and present it tothe Land Improve- 
ment Company. 

A premature explosion occurred at the 
Tuman (Tenn.) Iron mines a few days ago, 
resulting in the killing of two convicts 

and the wounding of eight others. 

The residence of Captain W. 8. Phillips 
at Uniontown, Ky., was totally destroyed 
by fire a few- evenings since, and the in- 
mates barely eseaped with their lives. 
The loss is estimated at $5,000, insured for 
$3,500. The fire originated from sparks 
from the pipe of a servant who was smok- 
ing in bed. He was slightly burned in his 
endeavors to extinguish the flames. 

Harry Morrison, while going down town 
at Louisville, Ky.,a few nights ago met 
with asingular accident and miraculous 
escape from death. A boltof lightning 
struck the earth about three feet in front 
of him, tearing the ground up all around 
him and lifting him fully three feet in the 
air. He fell upon his side and was quite 
badly bruised. The sole of the shoe on his 
left foot was ripped off as cleanly as 
though cut with a knife. His left leg has 
a black streak on the inner side producing 
a feeling of numbness, otherwise he suf- 
fered no serious consequences from his 
lightning adventure. 

Chestnut Mound, Smith County, Tenn., 
was visited a few nights ago by a water- 
spout, which almost ruined that section 
of the country, the immense body of wa 
ter carrying everything before it. Tho 
residence of David Bush was washed 
away and his ten-year-old son was 
drowned, the rest of the family narrowly 
escaping with their lives. The body of the

the books of the Treasurer. None of the 
scrip has, however, made its appearance 
since the burning, and it is believed i 
was so destroyed. They also claimed the 
first and third term bonds to be invalid, 
because names of certain of the bondsmen 
bad been erased, and the ease was taken 
on appeal to the Supreme Court. 

The decision to-day affirms the decision 
of the Chancellor as to, the $3,000 due on 
the second-term bond. It also transfers 
$9,000 of the shortage of the third term to 
the second. Of the $159,000 Loughborough 
bonds found to have been sold during th. 
first term and no credit of the transaction 
made until the third term, they allow 
credit and prorate $415,000 to the second 
term. This made the second-term bonds- 
men responsible for $26,000 of the short- 
age. The first and third term bondsmen 
are released because of the erasure of the 
names of a part of the sureties. 

THE NET RESULT. 

The result of the uecision is that the 
asecond-term bondsmen are held for $26,- 
000 and the others are released. The 
bondsmen are as follows, and with the 
exceptions of W. W. Adams, B. F. Danley 
and W. D. Blocker, >"' of whom are dead, 
nearly any one of them, if called on, could 
pay the amount called for by the bond: 

A. H. Garland, Un'ted States Attorney 
General; H. L. Fletcher, planter; George 
F. Bancum, wholesale grocer; Thomas 
Fletcher, United States Marshal; W. J. 
Murphy, now merchant at Fort Worth, 
Tex.; Judge C. W. Williams, lawyer; B. 
8. Johnson, lawyer; John D. Adams, cap- 
italist; Thomas Newton, postmaster; R. 
H. Johnson, retired lawyer; 8. P. Hughes, 
Governor; A. Mills, planter. 

The investigation of the case, per diem 
of members of the Senate committee and 
trial costs amount to about as much as the 
State will recover. 

Although the bondsmen on Churchill’s 
second term will have only about $25,000 to 
pay, the tull amount sued for, about $114,- 
000, will stand against Churchill as prin- 
cipal, the release of the bondsmen not re- 
leasing him.

A BILL. 


To be entitled An Act, to give laborers, 
workmen, mechanics, and all persons 
who work for wages, by the day, week 
or month, alien on the products of 
their labor, for the amount of their 
wages, 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of Alabama, That laborers, work- 
men, mechanics, and all pexsons who 
work for wages, by the day, week or 
month, shall have alien upon the pro- 
ducts of their labor for the amount of 
their wages; which lien shall be subor- 
dinate to all liens for supplies 
furnished, as now provided by law, and 
sha!l not apply to a bona fide purchaser 
without notice. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That if the 
employer has fraudulently disposed of 
his property, orisabout to fraudulently 
dispose of his property, or has made an 
assignment for the benefit of his credi- 
tors, or has made acomplete transfer of 
all, or substantially all of his property, 
without the consent of the employee. or 
without having first paid the amount in 
full due said employee for wages; or, if 
the employer shall refuse or fail to pay 
the wages, or any installment thereof up- 
on demand being male by the employ~ 
ee when said wages or installment shall 
become due, then said employee shall 
have the right to sue out an attachment 
hefore any officer authorized to issue at 
tachments, and returnable to any court 
having jurisdiction of the amount claim.

WONDITION OF COTTON, 


REPQ'RT ISSUED BY THE AGRICUL- 
TURAL DEPARTMENT. 


Dates of Closing the Picking Season, Pro- 
portion of Crop Marketed, Quality of 
the Staple and Price of Seed—Other 
News From the National Capital. 
Wasutneton, Feb. 11.—The following is 
the report of the eotton crop issued by the 
agricultural department: The final report of 
the cotton crop of 1586 shows the average 
date of closing the picking season, the propor- 
tion of the crop marketed on the first of Feb- 
tuary, the quality of the staple, the price of 
seed and the estimated product compared 
with that of 1833. 

The close of picking is reported the same as 
last year in the Carolinas and Texas, one day 
earlier in Mississippi, twe days later in 
Georgia and Louisiana, four in Tennessee 
and twenty-one in Arkansas, The dates are: 
North Carolina, December 2; South Caro- 
lina, November 80; Georgia, December 1, 
Florida, November ‘27; Alabama, December 
2; Mississippi, December 7; Louisiana, De- 
cember 12; Texas, December 3; Arkansas, 
December 25; Tennessee, December 15. The 
late maturing of the crop extended the season 
slightly ina few states. Only in Arkansas 
Was the season lengthened by inability to 
pick the heavy harvest earlier. 

The returns of proportion marketed make 

the average to February 85.1 per cent. At 
that date about 5,550,000 bales had gone from 
vthe plautations. This would indicate a crop 
of about 6,459,000 bales, a mere trifle above 
the November indications of rate of yield. 
The proportions by states are as follows: 
North Carolina, 87; South Carolina, 38: 
Georgia, 85; Florida, 83; Alabama, 87; Mis- 
sissippi, 84+; Louisiana, 83; Texas, 86; Arkan- 
sas, 81; Tennessee, 83. The quality of the 
crop is superior. Rarely, if ever, have the 
returns of cleanness and color, combined 
with length of staple, equalled those just re- 
ceived. 
Bathe price of seed is low. Complaint is made 
of combinations of oil millers to reduce 
prices. Reitters will sell at any price; some- 
as low as 6 or 8 cents a bushel. The best 
planters refuse te sell at ruling rates. The 
average in Missisippi and Louisiana is 10 
cents, 11 in Arkansas, 12in Texas and Ten- 
nessee, 13 in South Carolina, Georgia and Al- 
abama, 16in Florida. Feeders of cattle and 
sheep pay the highest rates. The product is 
larger than last year in Florida, Tennessee, 
Arkansas and Texas, and smaller in the other 
states. The average result, from a careful 
analysis of the present returns, is an aggre- 
gate less than? per cent. lower than that of 
last year. 





A Brilliant Reception. 
Wasniner on, Feb. 11.—The president's re- 
ception last night to the officers of the army 
and navy and marine corps, was entirely 
brilliant. The character ef the assemblage 
was equaled only by the reception to the 
diplomats of a month ago, and in numbers 
exceeded any of the night’s reception held 
this season at the executive mamsion. It was 
the general opinion that Mrs. Cleveland 
never looked as Jovely. She was gowned in 
a costume of blue silk, cut moderately low in 
tine neck, around which shone a dazzling dia- 
mond necklace. Four thousand people were 
greeted by the president and Mrs. Cleveland, 
who were assisted in receiving by Mrs. Man- 
ning, Mrs. Endicott and Mrs. Vilas. Col. 
Lamont stood at the end of the reception 
party and for the first time prominently par- 
ticipated ina formal presidential reception. 
Among the notable visitors was Mr. George 
W. Child, of Philadelphia, who after a brief 
conversation with Mrs. Clevland, joined the 
coteier of prominent people immediately sur- 
rounding the hosts, and he in turn held an im- 
promptu reception. A few minutes before 
11, the presidential party walked through the 
east room and retired to the private apart- 
ments for luncheon. All the parlors were 
garlanded with flowers, and adorned with 





Postoftfices and Post Roads. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—A report from the 
committee on postoffices and post roads sub- 
mitted to the house to accompany the post- 
offise appointment bill, emphasizes the fact 
that the committee recommended the 
amennts estimated by the department and 
says: *‘This isso unusual that the commit- 
tee deem it proper to say that this conclusion 
wes reacbed after a most careful review of 
the reasons submitted by the department for 
each item in the estimates. An examination 
of thean in detail by the house, it is believed, 
will satisfy every member that great care 
was observed to ask no more than was 
actually needed. This has not been the prac- 
tice heretofore in submitting estimates. The 
idea appears to have obtained that the prac- 
tice of Congress was to reduce the sums asked 
for, whether accurate or excessive, and that 
it was necessary to make overestimates, that 
in the reduction under that practice, some 
approach to the public necessities might be 
reached. Your committed, finding the ut- 
most frankness on the part of the postinaster 
general in discussing what w2s needed for the 
postal service have met hint like spirit and 
have recommended what seems fo be actually 
meeded.” 

Will Not Quarrel. 

WasuINGTON, Feb. 11.—Mr. C. W. Bunt- 
ing, member of parliament of the Dominion 
of Canada, and proprictor of the Toronto 
Mail, was.on the floor of the house of repre- 
sentatives as the guest of Hon. J. J. Adams, 
of New York, who introduced him to mem- 
bers on both sides of the chamber. Mr. 
Bunting was accorded quite an enthusiastic 
reception. When Representative Reed, of 
Mnine, was preseuted, he expressed himself as 
delighted to meet Mr. Bunting, and said: 
“Well, sir, we are trying to get up a war for 
you.” 
~ “Qh, no: not for me,” replied Mr. Bunting, 
“J am sure we shall never quarrel.” After a 
brief chat with the representative of the 
United Press, Mr. Bunting declared that his 
visit to Washington at this time-was simply 
Tor pleasure. 





Preparing a Fortification Bill. 
WasHinaton, Feb. 11.—The conference 
eonnnittee of the two houses of congress on 
the fortitications bill finished their hearing of 
experts, but no action on the propositions 


' was taken. The indications are that a bill 


will be agreed to but in just what form no 
ee can yet tell. The proposition that seems 
ta be the most favored by the conference Is 
tomake an appropriation for the purchase 
of guns in the open market in the United 

tates. In this way it is proposed to en- 
courege the establishment of plan's, and to 
avoid the expense of experiments, buying 
such guns as come up to the requirements ip 
@ proper test. 

The Dependent Pension Bill. 

Wasrincton, Feb. 11.—The president is 
eonsidering very carefully dependent pension 
bill. He has obtained from the pension of- 
fice an elaborate statement as to the prabable 
annual outlay under the bill, should it be- 
come a law, and has received many commu- 
nications from all over the country in refer- 
ence to the bill. Most of these letters urge u 
veto. Several members 6f the pension cons 
mittees of Congress believe that the president 








will veto the bill. 














DISSATISFIED KNIGHTS. | 


FEARS OF A GENERAL STRIKE ALONG 
THE ENTIRE READING LINE. 





Strikers Say That the Agreement is Noth- 
ing But a FareemMovements of District 
Assembly No. 49—Still Holding Out in 
Brooklyn<Other Labor Troubles. 

New York, Feb. 11.—Reports are eurrent 
to the effect that the settlement between the 
strikers and the Reading road is not satisfac- 
tory to the men and that they complain that 
Mr. Corbin has virtually conceded nothing. 
One of the knights said that the hitch in the 
agreement on which the knights were 
stranded was the clause where the railroad 
president agreed to raise the wages of the 
men at Elizabethtown from twenty to twen- 
ty-two and one-half cents, the same as at 
Port Richmond when work was resumed 
at the former place. 

“So far as [ iknow,” said the speaker, ‘this 
means nothing, for I do not believe work 
will be resumed at Elizabethport.” Several 
others gave utterances to the same remarks 
quoted above, and the men seemed to feel 
that they had been entrapped by te provi- 
sions regarding work at Elizabethport. 
Whether they will break the agreement or 
not remains to be seea. 

Mr. Maxwell, the associate of President 
Corbin, who was calied upon by the United 
Press representative with regard to these 
utterances, said: “If words mean anything 
the Reading trouble is settled and we now 
have the papers signed to show this to be the 
case. Mr. Putnam, one of the arbitrators or 
behalf of the Knights of Labor, even told ma 
when he left me yesterday that he thought 
the Reading troubles were now settled for 
many years.” 

That the strike is broken so faras the 
freight handlers and longshoremen are con- 
cerned cannot be gainsaid. At many of the 
piers the strikers are applying for work and 
embracing any opportunity that offers for 
re-employment. Goods are being handled at 
the various piers, with as much alacrity as 
previous to the strike. The freight which 
accumulated during the first few days of te 
strike is now being rapidly disposed of, all 
the piers being well supplied with men. 

District Assembly 49, of the Knights of 
Labor have ordered out all the employes of 
the breweries in this city, Yonkers, Jersey 
City, Brooklyn, Staten Island, Newark and 
Paterson, as well asthe members of the ec- 
centric association (stationary engineers, em- 
ployed in factories at Yonkers, Brooklyn, 
and Jersey City and other points within the 
jurisdiction of the assembly for the purpose 
of aiding the coal strikers in bringing the 
coal companies to terms. The knights be- 
lieve that by this step the comand coal 
will be greatly curtailed and the com- 
panies will consequently have to come to 
terms. 

The stationary engineers, who were ordered 
out by District Assembly No. 49, Knights of 
Labor, are much dissatisfied with the order 
and wiil probably disobey it. They would 
willingly have gone out earlier in the strike, 
but they consider the fight over now. The 
beer brewers, who were also ordered to go 
out, will not go out. Most of them are under 
pledge to serve a year without causing their 
employers trouble. This pledge was made in 
consideration of wage concessions and they 
do not feel like breaking faith. The ale 
brewers may go out asthey are not so well 
organized, and are not under the same pledge. 
They number about 2,500 and their stopping 
work would effect sixty breweries, and cause 
a loss of $100,000 on unfinished goods, 


At Worcester, Massachusetts. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Feb. 11.—A special to 
the Telegrain from Brookfield, Mass., says: 
The labor troubles at George H. Burt & Co.’s 
factory continues unabated, and was one of 
the most exciting since the trouble began. 
Yesterday fifteen of the workmen received 
the following notice: 

‘‘We take this means to notify you that we 
shall have no further need of your services 
under any conditions, If you have anything 
in the factory please come and take it away. 
We do this so you will not wait around ex- 
pecting a situation. J. W. ABBorr, 

j Superintendent.” 

The lasters and treerers held a meeting and 
voted to goin a body and remove their kits 
and accordingly about 200 marched to the 
factory and remove their effects. About one 
hundred lasters marched to North Brook- 
ville to hear a labor orator. The men are 
determined and will not give in without a 
long and bitter fight. About one hundred 
are at work, including forty knight of labor. 
Several] new hands have arrived and gone to 
work and the factory appears to be gradually 
Alling up. The strikers are very orderly. 
The select men have ordered all saloons closed 
until the trouble is settled. There appears 
to be an impression among some of the 
knights that they have got a wrong idea of 
the spirit of the notice, which is posted in the 
shop, and that certain concessions could be 
made on their part, which would induce con- 
cessions on the part of the firm and so com- 
promise the matter and. bring about a final 
settlement. 


Report of a State Board Arbitration. 

Lynn, Mass., Feb. 11.—In the labor 
trouble at A. W. Breed’s shoe factory, the 
state board of arbitration has reported ad- 
vising Mr. Breed to reinstate his cutters and 
recommending a price list which shows a re- 
duction from the prices now paid, but is still, 
asa whole, about 15 per cent. higher than the 
average paid for similar work in country 
towns. The board practically sustained Mr. 
Breed in his principal grievance that the 
price of labor in his factory are higher than 
at competing pomts. The decision of the 
board will probably determine the prices to 
be psid thronghout the city for work of a like 
grad4 wit that of Mr. Breed’s, 





Still Holding Out. 

BrookLyN, Feb. 11.—The longshoremen 
continue to hold out in the strike along the 
Breoklyn river front. The men who are at 
work are learning their business rapidly, and 
there is not so much delay in loading and dis- 
charging vessels as there was a week ago. 
The coal cart drivers are returning to work 
in several of the retail coal yards and they 
are not mo'ested by the strikers. 

Morris Delviccio, an Italian ‘‘green hand” 
lost his life this morning by falling down the 
chute of the grain elevator at the Commer. 
cial wharf, while engaged in shoveling grain. 


The Boston Tie-Up. 

Boston, Feb. 11.—The street car tie-up 
continues. There has been no disturbance. 
No attempt has been made to run cars on the 
two roads affected. Several fruitless confer- 
ences have been held between the men and 
the companies. A reporter visited the vari- 
ous stables of the South Boston horse railroad 
and obtained of the strikers the names of the 
men remaining with the company. The list 
includes stable bosses and other officials, and 
gives thirty-three men of whom about ten 
can be depended on as conductors and drivers. 


LOWELL, Mass., Feb. 11.—The Livingston 
mill, operated by Faulkner & Son, is to be 
closed immediately. Operation will be sus- 
pended until the woolen business improves.

CLERKS IN ENGLAND. 





How Thousands Live on One Pound 
a Week. 


The “Exquisites” of London and Their 
Habits of Lodging, Dining and Dress- 
ing—Ingenious Shifts of the 
Economical. 





“Two pounds, that is ten dollars in 
your money, is considered a large sal- 
ary in England for all sorts of clerkly 
employment,’’ said a well-known Lon- 
don merchant yesterday who is passing 
afew days in this city. He was con- 


versing with a reporter on the labor. 


troubles in America, and remarked in- 
cidentally that employes of all descrip- 
tions were not only better paid and 
better treated but were thought much 
more of in the New World than in the 
Olid. ‘And, by the way, I have read 
several articles on weekly incomes,”’ 
he added. ‘By clerks,”’ continued the 
merchant, ‘‘I am not referring’ to shop- 
men. I believe shopmen average in 
England very much as they do here. 
The successful salesman becomes valu- 
able and forces good wages. 

“I hear that some of the young men 
behind counters in big London stores 
earn as much as five and even six 
pounds a week, an excelent income. 
But the average wages of a clerk ina 
mercantile house is one pound a week. 
Thousands receive considerably less. 
The young man, however, who earns 
his weekly wages of a sovereign is con- 
sidered while young to be fairly pros- 
perous. With economy he can live 
decently on that amount, and I think 
I can safely say that ten thousand of 
the well-dressed,swaggering young men 
you will meet in the streets of London 
on a fine Sunday afternoon are fifty- 
two-pound-a-year clerks. 

“To begin with, he can hire a room 
in adozen and one respectable streets 
off Bloomsbury, that is, within easy 
walking of the city, for four shillings a 
week. By an arrangement with his 
landlady he can have _ breakfast 
brought up to his room for six- 
pence daily, that is, three and six 
a week. You must understand that 
cheap boarding-houses are not general 
in London. So far seven and sixpence 
are out of the pound. He can dine 
every day for about eight pence—I will 
tell you how he does that in a moment 
—and on Sunday he can have a por- 
tion of his landlady’s dinner for a shil- 
ling. Six eightpences make four shil- 
lings, with Sunday, five shillings, which 
added to seven and sixpence make 
twelve and six. For his tea—or sup- 
per, as you call it—he goes to a coffee- 
shop. There are many hundred in Lon- 
don where he can buy a cup of tea or 
coffee for a penny, three slices of bread 
and butter for a penny-halfpenny, and 
an egg orrasher of bacon for twopence, 
in all fourpence-halfpenny, or say two 
and eightpence « week. Now let us 
edd that up:

For instance, if he is 
clever he will manage to dine or take | 
tea or perhaps both meals out every 
Sunday. On such occasions he also ; 


foregoes breakfast, with the result that | 


he saves 1s 10}d, or in the year £4 17s 
6d. In fact every meal that he saves, 
and he watches every opportunity for 
doing so, is so much in his pocket for 
sundries, extra finery or saving fund. 

“Oh, I forgot to say how he manages 
to dine for eightpence. Under ordinary 
circumstances he buys a plate of beef 
for sixpence, potatoes penny, thick 
slice of bread penny, waiter—he must 
never be forgotten—penny. That's 
ninepence, you say. Certainly, but t 
offset that, three daysa week he will gc 
to anala mode beef-house, where he 
will get a plate of delicious beef stew 
for fourpence, bread a penny, potatoes 
a. penny, waiter a penny; in all, seven- 
pence—do you see? These a la mode 
beef-houses, by the way, are frequented 
by the richest men in the city, so the 
poor clerk’s cheap dinner is in no way 
infra dig. 

“I think,” coftinued the merchant, 
‘that in my time I have employed 
hundreds of young men as clerks 
and I have watched their 
ways. The ambitious ones, a 
small minority, either rise some- 
how or other to important positions 
with wages, say, of two or at most three 
pounds a week, or else find their way 
into some more prosperous undertaking. 
The majority, however, remain at a 
pound until] either shabbiness, lack of 
smartness or marriage drives them to 
the wail or probably the workhouse. 

‘In his early years his ways are most 
interesting. He is up to all manner of 
dodges to save his clothes or to seize 
what he considers to be honest per- 
quisites in the shape of odd sheets of 
note paper, pens, envelopes, ete., for 
private correspondence at home. He 
saves his boots by putting on list slip- 
pers in the office; he wears an old rag 
of a coat; he ties a little apron over his 
Waistcoat so as not to hurt it when 
leaning against a desk, and of course 
he takes off his cuffs—I think cuffs 
were invented for clerks. When, how- 
ever, he arrives in the morning, ot 
goes out for his midday lunch, he i@ 
simply lovely to look at—that is, the 
careful and tidy fifty-pound clerk. 
His tall hat—every city clerk in Lon- 
don wears a tall hat—glistens in the 
sun. His qlar is up to his ears and 
his cuffs cover his knuckles and the 
rest of him is in full harmony. Now, 
there you have him and how he can 
live. Let the same man have ten, 
twenty or thirty pounds more and he 
rmairies. If he remains single he is 
regarded in his particular circle as a 
bachelor of opulence, and he really is. 

“Now, as to the social position of 
these men. They nearly all belong to 
what is known as the middle class. 
They regard shopmen as persons be- 
neath their station, and probably their 
fathers were unsuccessful doctors, law- 
yers, officers of the army and navy or 
something else in the great community 
of poorly-paid professional men in 
England. But you just put an ad- 
vertisement in an English paper for a 
clerk at a pound a week, and [ will 
guarantee that you have several hun- 
dred answers. I once knew an 
auctioneer and surveyor in Great 
George street, Westminster, who a few 
years ago advertised for a copying 
clerk; salary one pound per week. 
Answers came by the thousand from 
naval and military officers and fathers 
of families, begging for the position to 
save them from “starvation. ”’—Philadel- 
phia Press. 
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AMERICAN PIANOS. 


The Total Number Produced Since the 
Foundation of the Industry. 


‘‘What becomes of all the pianos?”’ 
is a question frequently asked. Not- 
withstanding the immense progress in 
the manufacture of pianos in this coun- 
try, the business is still in its infancy, 
and there are barely pianos enough on 
this continent to supply one each to 
half of the families now dwelling in the 
State of New York. Only for the years 
1864-70, when, an internal-revenue tax 
being levied on sales, manufacturers 
had to make monthly returns of the 
number of instruments sold, are exact 
statistics accessible. The following es- 
timate is believed to be nearly accurate 
as to the number of pianos made in the 
United States:

After a review of last year’s produc- 
tion, the Courier reached the conclusion 
that the output will be about 48,000 
pianos. The total number, therefore, 
made in this country since the founda- 
tion of the industry would be about 
967,000. Together with those imported, 
we would have in use in this country

| COUNTRY BUTTER. 
Words of Advice for Farmers Owning But 
a Small Number of Cows. 

The makers of bogus butter have al- 
| ways had a strong point in their favor 
in their War upon the dairymen in the , 
fact that their eimulated product was 
more agreeable to the senses than the | 
common grades of butter, and was not 
so repulsive in its use as an article of 
food. It must be admitted that fresh 
butterine and margarine are free from 
the serious objection which appertains 
to poor butter on account of its rancid 
odor and disgusting taste, and are pre- 
sented to the public in a very agree- 
able form. This fact has given much 
advantage to the fraudulent butter- 
makers, and had they honorably and 
honestly put their products on the 
market as what they really are, they 
would have met with no serious oppo- 
sition from the dairymen. On the other 
hand, they would have had such «a 
market as they could have made for 
themselves without interference from 
any person. But even then they would 
have do doubt driven from the market 
that grade of butter which is known as 
country store butter, and which is 
necessarily put through a process of 
deodorizing, cleansing. mixing and 
milling before it can be offered for sale. 
This product isa stigma upon the dairy 
on account of its wretched quality, but 
What is more it is a great loss to the 
farmers who make it, for it is sold for 
one-half or less of the value of ordinary 
good farm dairy butter. It is a serious 
question, which should be well dis- 
cussed for the benetit of those con- 
cerned, how this product can be bet- 
tered in quality and increased in value. 
It is made by those farmers who 
keep a few only and have 
not enough butter to pack into tubs in 
the usual inanner and to store it until 
the fall. ‘Two or three cows only are 
kept, and the putter from these, with 
the eggs from the poultry, are traded 
off at the country stores for the family 
groceries and some dry goods, shoes, 
ete. The store-keepers who handle 
this butter ave to blame for much of its 
poor quality, for the reason that they 
pay no more for the good whieh comes 
inthan for the worst, although they 
are careful to lispose of the best at 
higher prices to favored purchasers 
who ask to have it kept for them. 

The butter bronght to the stores in 
rolls, or cakes, in small quantities of a 
few pounds and varying from the pal- 
est vellow of the uncolored to the deep 
orange tinted of the bigh colored, is all 
mingled in amass until enough is aceu- 
mulated to putit through the mill in 
which it is ground and squeezed into a 
thready, stringy condition so as to mix 
it sufficientty to get the color even. 
The butter is washed and resalted with 
a mixture of salt, saltpeter and sagar, 
or With some patent deodorizing sub- 
stance having borax for its basis, and 
is then packed for market. Perhaps 
this ts the best that can be done with it, 
and the store-keeper who gets a fair 
profit on each side of the trade is satis- 
lied. But the farmers, who are the 
losers, should )e informed how they 
may do better. The creamery system

has worked a great and favorable 
change in this respect. Where a 


ereamery has been established the 


farmers have doubled their income 
from their cows. Instead of getting 


ten to twelve cents or less a pound for 
their poor butter in trade they have re- 
ceived twenty or twenty-two, less the 
cost of collecting the cream and mak- 
ing the butter, in cash, and the 
difference in the income in a 


few years has lifted whole dis- 
tricts from. poverty to comfort and 
even affluence. Clearly the introdue- 


tion of the creamery system is one Way 
out of this poor store butter business. 
Another way out of itis for the farm- 
evs to read and study the art of making 
butter. Then to provide better facilities 
for caring for the cows, milk and 
cream, and to adopt the best methods 
of making butter. System is the creat 
thing wanted, from the stable to the 
churn. System in feeding and manag- 
ing the cows; systematic cleanliness; a 
good system of setting the milk and 
keeping cream in a clean, cool dairy, 
nid regularity in churning, with a per- 
feet system of ke -eping up or down the 
temperature. 

When by perseve rance in this new 


way good butter is made in a regular 
stated quantity the year round, 


private purchasers, some families in the 
village, should be secured who are 
always ready to take very eagerly the 
good butter brought to them on a stat- 
ed day in stated quantity every week, 
so that the supply ean be relied upon 
constantly, and are willing to pay 
twice as much in cash as the store pays 
in trade for it. This the writer knows 
may be done, for he has passed througn 
this experience, having climbed the 
ladder of the dairy from the lowest 
rung, which is the village store, to a 
cousiderably higher one where private 
families were w Wing to pay 25, 50, and 
at last 65 and 75 cents a pound for 
their regular weekly supply delivered 
on a certain day every week in the 
year. The way out of the store busi: 
ness may be slow but it is sure if it is 
followed patiently and with a will te 
learn and a determination to succeed.

sisoners Who Learn to Love Their Little 
Penitentiary Cells.

“You would hardly believe it, but many 
of our ‘boarders’ desire to remain, even 
after their terms have expired,” said one 
, of the keepers of the Kings County 
Penitentiary to a reporter. “Long-term 

soners of both sexes learn to love their 
7x8-feet cells. For instance: In the fe 
male ward we have two or three life 
prisoners. These have hecome so accus- 
tomed to the rules and regulations of 
prison life that J hardly th'ax they would 
eacape if an opportunity was offered them. 


| As you see, they have decorated and fur- 





| nished their cells, and have evidently made 


up their minds that they have come to stay. 
And then there is another olass of prison- 
ers, who, knowing that they would be un- 
able to earn an honest living outside, pre- 
fer to remain here where they receive 
good treatment and enough to eat.” 

Said a prominent Brooklyn police of- 
ficial: 

“IT have long contended that a home 
should be provided for ex-convicts, where 
they could go when released and earn an 
honest living. Such a home could be 6s- 
tablished on the outskirts of Brooklyn, 
New York or any other large city. The 
men, and, in fact, the women, could be 
employed in manufacturing industries, 
and thus be free from the black-mail 
levied by their fellow-convicts.” 

“How black-mail?”’ the reporter asked. 

“]T will tell you. Convicted felons desir- 
ing to reform often travel many miles 
from the scenes of their crimes. They 
are unable to obtain work unless they 
suppress the fact that they have been in 
prison. I know many instances in which 
convicts having settled in some Western 
city, where they were leading an honest 
life, have been tracked and exposed by 
fellow-convicts. Such men have been com- 
peled to pay heavy blackmail, or else be 
exposed and disgraced. Incase a man, an 
ex-convict, has been leadinga straight life 
for five years in a town where he has 
made new friends and associations, it is 
rather hard that he should be compeled to 
lose every thing, simply because at one 
time he has been crooked. Men of this 
stamp, who have been exposed, at once 
give up all hope, and return to their for- 


mer life.”’
